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RIYADH, Dec, 8 (R)— Saudi Arabia is 

unhappy ax Britain's failure to receive an 
Arab delegation that included a representa- 
tive of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) and considers this on unhealthy sign, 
Saudi Information Minister Mohammad 
Abdo Yamani told Reuters Wednesday. 

Answering questions in an interview, he 
said he did not think there was at present any 
specific plan to boycott British goods or busi- 
ness because of Britain's action. But other 
highly-placed sources said that when the 
Saadis pronounced themselves unhappy, it 
was obviously not a good sign fur Anglo- 
Saudi trade and other relations. 

London press reports this week said a 
Saudi warning was conveyed to British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher through former 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, that 
Arab leaders were threatening a trade 
embargo unless she changed her Middle East 
policy. 

The British government, which refuses to 
recognise the PLO, has declined to react to 
the reported boycott warning. Dr. Abdo 
Yamani said: “lx is noi a healthy sign that 
they (Britain) refuse to receive the delega- 
tion. The Kingdom, like every other Arab 
country, is not happy to hear this news. But 
still hope they will reconsider and listen." 

The minister said the Arabs were not ask- 
ing Britain to change its policy but simply to 
listen to the Arab case. “ We are asking a fair 
thing. We are not happy. Britain should 
understand," Dr. Abdo Yamani said. 

He said the Kingdom was more hopeful of 
an eventual Middle East peace particularly 
following the Arab summit in Fez when the 
Arab nation “dearly, loudly and together 
said that they want peace." 

' On President Reagan's peace proposals. 
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PEKING, Dec. 8 (Agencies) - Chhufs 
.iop leader Deng Xiaoping told King Hussein 
of Jordan Wednesday he hoped Arab states 
would act in unity against superpower 
attempts af'hege monism," the Xinhua news 
agency said. Deng reiterated China’s firm 
support for "the Arab people's just cause," 
Xinhua said. 

Hussein arrived in Peking Sunday at the 
head of an Arab League delegation to explain 
a Middle East peace plan to Chinese leaders. 
He began a state visit Tuesday. . 

Earlier, Chinese Communist Party 
General- Secretary Hu Yaobang told the 
delegation, “the disastrous effects of Israeli 
. aggression and expansion must be eliminated 
and the national rights and dignity of the 
Palestinian people restored, while recogniz- 
ing the Israeli people's right to peaceful exis- 
tence.” 

In his talks with Deng, Hussein thanked 
China for its consistent support and called his 
visit highly fruitful, Xinhua said. It said Deng 
told Hussein China and the Arab states have 
had similar experiences. 

• China and the Arab states have made great 
contributions to world culture, said Deng, 
who is chairman of the party’s central advis- 
ory commission and China's top leader. 

At Talks Tuesday with Premier Zhao 
Ziyang, covering the bilateral relations. Jor- 
: dan and China agreed to boost cooperation in 
the political, commercial and industrial 
fields, Jordanian sources said. 

3,000 graves 
of victims found 

BANGKOK, Dec. 8 (R) ~ About 3,000 
more graves of victims killed in Kampuchea 
during the rule of Pol Potfs Khmer Rouge 
government have been discovered, the Kam- 
puchean news agency SPK reported Wed- 
nesday. 

The Pol Pot government, which came to 
power in 1975 and was deposed by 
Vietnamese-led forces in 1979, has been 
internationally condemned for alleged 
atrocities causing the deaths of more than one 
million Kampucheans. 


Dr. Abdo Yamani said the Arab countries 
appreciated the work of anybody who cried to 
support the idea of peace. 

The Kingdom had been encouraged by the 
way an Arab delegation, led by King Hassan 
of Morocco, had been received in Washing- 
ton and another mission led by Jordan's King 
Hussein had been received in the Soviet 
Union and China.

Dr. Abdo Yamani said: '* Wc see no solu- 
tions right now if the Iranians do not respond 
to the call of peace. The Iraqis have done 
their share in accepting peace proposals."' ” If 
then: is not a solution only god knows where 
the thing wifi end “ he added. 

Dr. Abdo Yamani reiterated the position 
expressed by the Saudi Arabian Oil Minister, 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, that the King- 
dom wants to defend the current price of 
crude oil." Yes — wc want to defend S34" he 
declared. 

The minister also said that Saudi Arabia 
faces no financial problems although its oil 
production, has been depressed in the pre- 
vailing period of low demand. 

Asked if low output was causing financial 
diffic ulties, nr.

Israel, Lebanon troops clash 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, Dec. 8 (AP) — 
Lebanese and Israeli troops dashed in their 
first gun battle near Beirut Wednesday, 
Lebanon's state and privately owned radio 
stations said. Both sides said two Lebanese 
soldiers were killed and one Israeli was 
wounded. 1 ; 

An Israeli Army spokesman in suburban 
Yarze confirmed the two Lebanese fatalities 
and one Israeli injury occurred in shooting 
shortly after midday. He said the Israelis 
were fired upon and returned fire, but he said 
he could not identify the source of fire. 

The Lebanese state radio said the shooting 
started when an Israeli military ambulance 
escorted by a jeep tried to enter the com- 
pound housing the Lebanese Defense Minis- 
try and army command headquarters in 
Yarze. 

“They were ordered to stop by Lebanese 
commando guards. The Israelis did not heed 
the order. So the guards opened fire and a 
15-minuie shootout developed in which two 
Lebanese army elements were martyred and 
one Israeli soldier was wounded," the state 
radio station said. 


me “Voice of Lebanon" radio station or 
President Amin Gemayefs rightist Christian 
Phalange Party claimed that after the shoot- 
ings Israeli troops set up checkpoints on the 
main highway in front of the Lebanese Milit- 
ary Academy at Fayyadieh and fired at pas- 
ting cars, hitting two of them. 

The academy, five kilometers (three miles) 
east of Beirut, was where the parliament met 
last September and elected Gemayel presi- 
dent of Lebanon. The main gates of the 
academy are about 500 meters from the 
defense ministry. 

The shooting happened shortly after two 
senior Egyptian officials arrived in Beirut, 
the first such visit in five years. 

The shooting was the first gunbaule 
reported between Lebanese and Israeli 
troops since Israel invaded Lebanon on June 
6 to crush the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

The fledgling Lebanese Army, which 
opposed the PLO presence in Lebanon but 
did not have the power to oust the comman- 
does put up no more than token resistance to 
the Israeli invasion. 


Egyptian aides meet with Wazzan 


BEIRUT, Dec. 8 (R) — Two senior Egyp- 
tian officials paid a surprise visit to Beirut 
Wednesday in what appeared to be a drama- 
tie new move to speed up talks on a with- 
drawal of Israeli, Syrian and Palestinian 
forces from Lebanon. 

Boutros Gbati, Egypt's minister of state for 
foreign affairs, and presidential adviser 
Osama AKBat went straight to a tightly 
guarded meeting with Lebanese Prime Minis- 
ter Shafiq Al- Wazzan. 

Their arrival surprised Western diplomats 
as Egypt has been shunned by most of the 
Arab world since it made peace with Israel in 
1979. 

Egyptian President Hostti Mubarak visited 
Saudi Arabia after the death of King K haled 
in June, but other ministerial contacts bet- 
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ween Egypt and Arab states boycotting it 
have been few. 

Wazzan told reporters he was surprised by 
the visit. He said Ghali was bringing a mes- 
sage from his government about “possible 
ways of helping Lebanon on every level to 
face the near-deadlocked negotiations with 
the Israelis.'’ 

Meanwhile, Egyptian President . Hosni 
Mubarak was quoted. Wednesday saying 
Egypt would not resume peace talks with 
Israel while Israeli forces occupied Lebanon. 

“ How can we reach an agreement on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip while Lebanon 
is occupied? It would not be logical," 
Mubarak was quoted as -telling the daily 
Maori*. 

British soldiers

B ALLYKELLY. Dec. 8 ( AP) — The Brit- 
ish Army has confined its 10,500 troops in 
Northern Ireland to barracks when off-duty 
after 1 1 soldiers were killed in a bomb blast 
by terrorists, military sources reported Wed- 
nesday. 

They said the British land forces comman- 
der in the province, Maj. Gen. Peter Ches- 
wcll. has halted trips to dubs, movie theaters 
and dance halls while the military command 
reviews security policy for protecting its men 
when they are out of uniform. 

The sources, who asked not to be iden- 
tified. said the suspension of what in army 
parlance is known as “walking out" will be 
temporary. 

"There’s no way we can keep the lads 
cooped up for months on end. particularly in 
areas not considered high-risk zones." one 
source commented.

S. Africa, Angola 
debate Namibia 

JOHANNESBURG. Dec. 8 (AP) — 
South Africa's foreign and defense ministers 
met Wednesday with a delegation from 
arcbrivaJ and Marxist-ruled Angola on the 
two nations' differences over independence 
for South-West Africa, an official said. 

The talks were cloaked in secrecy and held 
in the Cape Verde Islands early Wednesday, 
with Foreign Minister Pik Botha and Defense 
Minister Magnus Malan flying immediately 
back to South Africa, the official of the South 
African foreign ministry said. 

He released a statement that went no 
further than saying the surprise talks were 
held. He refused to identify how the meeting 
was arranged, though Cape Verde has long 
offered its good offices to settle the dispute 
involving South African soldiers in South 
West Africa, also called Namibia, and Cuban 
troops in Angola. Cape Verde and Angola 
are both former Portuguese colonies. 
Nothing regarding details of the talks was 
released. 

South West Africa is a former German col- 
ony on the southwestern flank of Africa. 
South Africa captured it during World War I 
and was given a mandate from the disbanded 
League otNations to administer the territory. 
The United Nations revoked the mandate 
and has ordered South Africa to grant the 
territory independence. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 8 (AP) - The 
House of Representatives late Tuesday 
rejected a down payment of nearly SI billion 
for the MX missile system, the centerpiece of 
Fretident Ronald Reagan's defense buildup 
and “the peacekeeper' 1 he deems vital for 
convincing the Soviet Union to get serious 
about nuclear arms reductions. 

President Reagan said defeat of the MX 
missile was “a grave mistake" that must be 
reversed, and White House officials worry it 
signals a new post-election mood in Congress 
against a huge buildup in defense spending. 

Reagan vowed to “do everything 1 can to 
take this case to the country." “Unless 
reversed in coming days," Reagan said, "it 
will seriously set luck our efforts to protect 
the nation's security and could handcuff our 
negotiators at the arms table." 

By 245-176, the house voted to delete 
from a S23 1 .1 billion defense spending bill all 
S988 million earmarked to buy the first five 
of a planned 100 of the nuclear-tipped, inter- 
continental missiles. 

The vote marked a personnal defeat for 
Reagan, who had led an intensive administra- 
tion lobbying campaign to keep the produc- 
tion money intact. 

Arrayed against him in the battle for votes 
were advocates of a U.S.- Soviet nuclear 
freeze and members who contended that the 
MX was a good place to make budget 
economies and that its proposed basing sys- 
tem has not received congressional approval. 

Secretary of State George Shultz, who is 
visiting Belgium, tried to pacify nervous 
Europeans Wednesday by saying that the 
house vote against the MX missile doesn't 
signal an end to U.S. plans to modernize its 
nuclear arsenal. 

‘He also predicted the bouse vote would be 
overturned. He said the Reagan administra- 
tion would be "working with the American 
people to make sure they understand fully the 
implications and the importance of .the 
deployment of the MX missile.” 

Secretary of Defense Caspar Weinberger 
called the House vote a setback but said the 
administration was determined to produce 
the weapon. 

He said in Washington the house vote indi- 
cated the administration had not succeeded 


in conveying to the . American people and 
the Congress the really serious nature of the 
peril." 

In Moscow the rejection of MX bill was 
greeted Wednesday by unofficial Soviet 
sources with cautious satisfaction. 

The sources viewed the vote as an indica- 
tion that Congress, considered more sensitive 
to public opinion than the White House, 
could reverse the current U.S. thrust toward a 
massive arms buildup. However, the sources 
said h remained to be seen if the Senate 
would follow rhe house's vote. 

They said U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s 
assumption that the MX is necessary for suc- 
cess in negotiations on strategic arms control 
was “based on false reasoning." Moscow 
would not negotiate under such pressure 
because its aim was to stow the arms race, 
they said. 

Fahd visits 
Madrid 

BAHRAIN. Dec. 8 (R) — King Fahd has 
returned to Fez. Morocco, after a brief visit to 
Madrid Tuesday during which he dined with 
King Juan Carlos. 

The lunch was also attended by Premier 
Felipe Gonzalez and Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando Moran, officials said. 

Although matters discussed were trot made 
public, sources dose to the government indi- 
cated they were believed to have dealt with 
Spain’s relations with the Arab countries fol- 
lowing the Socialist arrival to power. 

Another matter believed disgramed was on 
petroleum, as Saudi Arabia is Spain’s main 
supplier of crude oil. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al-FaisaL 
who visited Moscow and Peking as a member 
of an Arab League delegation this week, 
arrived in Fez Tuesday night. 

The seven-bember delegation, which has 
also visited Washington and Paris, has been 
explaining an Arab Middle East peace plan 
which calls for an independent Palestinian 
state in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 


Danes halt NATO funds 


COPENHAGEN, Dec. 8 (R) — Denmark 
has decided to freeze its future payments 
toward siting new U.S. missiles in Western 
Europe, breaking ranks with its 15 partners 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and dealing a setback to NATO plans to 
modernize its nuclear arsenal. 

In a move bitterfy opposed by the 
conservative-led minority government, the 
Folketing (parliament) Tuesday passed a 
motion by the opposition Social Democrats 
calling for suspension of Denmark s future 
contributions to NATO’s infrastructure 
program " until further notice.” • 

Social Democratic leader and former 
Prime Minister Anker Joergensen, whose 
previous minority government decided to 
allocate the first installment of funds for the 
nuclear sites, said his party tabled the motion 
because “of the need to take concrete action 
toward ensuring detente.” 

Prime Minister Poul Schlveter, leader of 
Denmark s shaky coalition government since 


last September, condemned the mdve and 
said it broke with the parliamentary consen- 
sus on which Denmark had based its foreign 
policy since 1945. The decision is expected to 
embarrass Sc blue ter when he meets Presi- 
dent Reagan in Washington next Monday, 
Danish government officials said. 

The motion's approval means Danish con- 
tributions to NATO modernization, put at 
around 75 million crowns ($8.8 million) will 
be frozen from next autumn with around two 
thirds of sum still outstanding. 

In presenting his party’s proposal to parli- 
ament, Joeigensen said: “We feel ourselves 
morally bound to paying these 26 million 
crowns, but fun her installments will depend 
on international developments.” 

The motion, while freezing future Danish 
contributions, reaffirmed Danish loyalty to 
NATO's basic defense lines and said detente 
remained a top priority of Danish foreign 
policy. 


U.S. plans Mideast command center 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— The Pen- 
tagon was expected to announce Wednesday 
the creation of a new central command 
responsible for protecting U.S. security 
interests across a wide swath of the Middle 
East. Arabian Gulf and Indian Ocean areas. 

The command win be empowered to draw 
from a pool of about 230.000 troops in the 
United States in event of a war emergency in 
that critical region. 

It is an outgrowth of the Rapid Deploy- 
ment Joint Task Force created by the Carter 
administration in' 1980. in the wake of the 
Iranian revolution and the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

The new command will be- made up of 
army, air force, navy and marine units. Its 
area of operations will stretch from Pakistan 
to Egypt. The only countries excluded will be 
Syria. Lebanon and Israel, which wifi remain 


the responsibility of the U.S. -European 
Command headquartered in West Germany. 

The new command will get its orders 
directly from the joint chiefs of staff. At the, 
same time, sources said, the U.S. readiness 
command will be authorized to draw troops 
from the central command’s forces if thar is 
necessary to deal with crises elsewhere in the 
world. The readiness command and the cen- 
tral command both have headquarters at 
Macdifl Air Force Base. Tampa. Florida. 

Although the central command will be able 
to call on as many units as it needs, sources 
said its priority units will include the 82nd 
Airborne Division, Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina, the 101st Airborne Division. Fbrt 
Campbell, Kentucky, the 24th Infantry Divi- 
sion, Fort Stewart.

Dec. 8 — The number of work- 
ing telephone lines in the Kingdom surged to 
over 700.000 in October according to a 
recent Saudi Telephone report

CAIRO, Dec. 8 ( AP) — Muhammad Has- 
sanein Heikal, a leading journalist and 
former statesman, urged Egypt in an inter- 
view published Wednesday to rid itself of 
“American mania” and settle for ordinary 
friendship with Washington instead. 

Heikal also told the weekly newspaper 
AI -Ahafy, organ of the opposition National 
Unionist Progressive Party, that a negative 
attitude by the Soviet Union was Largely 
responsible for setbacks to -national libera- 
tion movements worldwide since 1967. “We 
should not put Egypt at the disposal of 
‘American mania which is governed by the 
establishment coming from the American 
West, with its stupidity and its aggressive 
posture.” said Heikal in an apparent refer- 
ence to President Ronald Reagan. 

President HosnfMubarak and other Egyp- 
tian officials have frequently spoken of a spe- 
idal relationship with the United States, the 
importance of U.S. military aid to Egypt and 
Washington’s vital role in any Middle East 
peace settlement. But they have emphasized 
this did not detract from Egypt’s policy of 
nonalignment. ' 

Heikal disputed this in the interview, say- 
ing Egypt’s involvement with the United 
States exposes it to great danger. “Egypt 
should not be an object of American ad ven- 
ture sin the field of armament ” he said.*' This 


makes Egypt a military target.” Egypt has no 
' interest in joint military maneuvers with the 
United States such as last year’s “Bright 
Star” exercise in the Egyptian western desert, 
he said. 

Heikal, a former minister of information, 
was a close confidant of the late President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser who died in 1970. He 
was editor of Egypt’s leading newspaper AI 
Abram from the late fifties until 1974 when 
he fell our with Nassefs successor, Anwar 
Sadat, over peace policy toward Israel. 
Heikal has since been writing articles in Arab 
and British newspapers strongly criticizing 
Cairo's foreign and domestic policies. 

“All we want is that Egypt keep out of the 
dangers arising from the role of the American 
military establishment,” Heikal said. “Isn't 
the Israeli danger enough?” “ All I am asking 
now is just plain friendship with the United 
States,” be added. “Egypt also should stop 
this blind and ignoble surrenderor ali cards in 
the (Middle East peace) game to the 1 United 
States alone.” 

Like Sadat, Mubarak has often said -the 
United States holds most if not all the cards in 
■ Middle East peacemaking by virtue of its 
influence over Israel. Heikal said that if the 
Soviet Union had been “bolder-and more 
active” since the 1967 Arab- Israeli war, " tbe 
picture would have changed.” -

“spontaneously” chosen by the people. He 
said that Ayatollah Hossein Ali Montazeri 
was the best man for such a post 
Since then, several, religious leaders, as 
well as Iran’s main daily newspapers, have 
echoed this choice and- started what in- any 
other country would be looked on as an elec- 
toral campaign in Ms favor.

BEIRUT. Dec. 8 (AF) — Teams of 
American-led Lebanese trying to dear this 
city of dangerous unexploded bombs and 
shells have found 250 different kinds of 
explosives from 1 7 countries so far. a U.S. 
expert said Wednesday. 

“That’s an indication, not a total.” said 
U.S. Navy Lt. Commander John Boyden. 
head of a 1 3-man team t raining the Lebanese 
Army in explosive ordnance disposal. 

“ We can surface clean, picking up what we ' 
can see. within the next year. But when they 
clear all the rubble, they are going to be find- 
ing ordnance for at least ten years.” added 
Boyden. who is from Virginia Beach. Vir- 
ginia. 

A partial list of dud and unexploded bombs 
and sbelb found in about six weeks of work 
by the team indudes more than 200 U.S.- 
made bomblets from duster bombs, more 
than a dozen dud bombs, ranging from 500 to 


2.000 pounds, and hundreds of mines and 
grenades. This doe's not count the explosives 
found by tbe Italian and French contingents 
in the multinational force, or a separate U.S. 
marine disposal unit working near the air- 
port. 

Much of the weaponry was stored here by 
the Palestine Liberation Organization and 
the Syrian Army before the June 6 Israeli 
invasion, and armed by fires or the explosion 
of bombs and shells nearby. It ranges from 
tire most modem types to World War 0 gre- 
nades and mines. 

“We have found about 80 types we’ve 
never seen before.” Boyden said. “It came 
from Yugo slavia. West Germany. Spain. Por- 
tugal. North Korea, all over the world." • 

Approximately 3- to- 5 percent of the tens 
of thousands of shells and bombs thrown into 
the city by the Israelis failed to go ofE. and are 
considered highly dangerous, he added. 


UNITED NATIONS, =Dec. 8 (AP) — The

Andropov begins fight against inefficiency

MOSCOW — 

There are dear signs that Yuri V. Andropov, the 
new Soviet leader, waxn’t bhiffing when be prom- 
ised to shake things up. 

For years, former Soviet President Leonid L 
Brezhnev, who died Nov. 10 after 18 years in 
'power, often publicly castigated ministers and top 
officials by name. Rarely, however, did he follow up 
the complaints with dismissals. 

'Bdt in the month since Brezhnev died and 
Andropov succeeded him as general secretary of 
the Communist Party Central Committee, the 
country’s most powerftil position, there have been 
several major personnel changes. “Apparently, the 
strength of inertia and adherence to old ways are 
still at work. Moreover, some people, perhaps, just 
do not know how to set about doing the iob." 
Andropov said in his first major speech last month. 

Since then, the railway minister has been fired, 
the chief of the young Communist League has been 
promoted to head the state publishing committee 
and the man who held that important job previously 
reportedly is in line to take over the central commit- 


tee’s propaganda department. Boris C. Stukalin. 59. 
was the powerful chairman of the state committee 
of publishing houses, printing plants and book trade 
for 12 years, dictating what books could be pub- 
lished in the Soviet Union and what foreign publica- 
tions could be imported. 

On Monday, he was replaced by Boris N. Pas- 
tukhov. 49. who led the 3S~miHk>n-member Com- 
munist Youth League. Komsomol, for five years. 
Komsomol membership is regarded as a prerequis- 
ite for membership in the party. Stukalin was prom- ' 
oted to the post of chief of the central committee 
propaganda department replacing Yevgeny M. 
Tyazhelnikov. 

There was no official announcement on Stuka- 
litf s promotion, but Tuesday night he was identified 
by his new title in a television report on a celebra- 
tion devoted to the forthcoming 60th anniversary of 
the Soviet Union. Soviet sources said that Tyazhel- 
nikov was being demoted and would be sent to 
Romania as ambassador to replace Vasily Droz- 
denko. who died suddenly Nov. 30. 

The changes Andropov has made so far are not 
transcendent but they do provide clues about the 


next generation of Soviet leaders who will be wait- 
ing in die wings while the 68-year-old Andropov 
conducts bis . transition leadership. If Stukalin • 
becomes propaganda chief, his background would 
indicate a continuation of doctrinaire communist 
rhetoric. He began as editor of regional Soviet 
newspapers in the 1950s. In the next decade, he 
moved to Moscow to become af deputy and then first 
deputy editor ofPnmta, the Communist Party daily ; 
newspaper and major propaganda outlet. . ' , t 

He has been a member ofthe central committee 
since 1976 and is also a member of the Soviet par- 
liamentary group.'deputy chairman of the jornalists 
union and chairman of the Soviet-PhUippines 
Friendship Sodety. 

The first sign that the shakeup was underway 
came Nov. 29 with the firing of Railway Minister 
Ivan G. Pavlovski.

Irish bomb attack reflects crisis

LONDON — 

The bomb slaughter of 1 6 persons including 1 1 
off-duty British soldiers in a Northern Ireland club 
is a grim milestone in the province's 1 3 years of 
sectarian bloodshed and deepens the feeling that 
there is no end in sight -to the killings. 

The bombing of the dub in BaDykefly. near Lon- 
donderry. was the bloodiest act in the British pro- 
vince since the provisional Irish Republican Army 
killed 1 8 soldiers in a double-bomb ambush at War- 
ren point on Aug. 27. 1 979. The BaHykeDy mas- 
sacre climaxed a wave of killings triggered by the 
Oct. 20 election of a 78-member Northern Ireland 
assembly which deepend polarization between Pro- 
testants and Roman Catholics. 

Forty-seven persons were killed in the first eight 
months of this year, a relatively quiet spell for Uls- 
ter. But the same number have died since campaign- 
ing started for the assembly on Oct 1 . Altogether. 
2.266 persons have been lolled since 1 969. includ- 
ing 367 regulars in the British Army. 

The current surge of violence erupted after hard- 
liners on both rides were elected to the assembly 
that Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's govern- 
ment hoped would produce a power-sharing 
a dminis tration to restore political stability. 

But the plan boomeranged. Far from encourag- 


ing moderates to emerge as peacemakers, minority 
Catholic voters elected five members of Sinn Fein, 
the Pro vos political front. 

Protestants, who outnumber Catholics 2-1. 
elected 47 militants who have pledged never to 
share power with Catholics and demand that Lon- 
don restore majority rule suspended 10 years ago. 
The Proves are fighting to force the British out of 
the province and to reunite it with the overwhelm- 
ingly Catholic Irish Republic to end 60 years of 
partition. 

The pro-British Protestants, descendantsof Engl- 
ish and Scottish “planters" who colonized Ireland 
300 years ago. oppose a merger in which they will 
be dominated by Ireland's four milli on Catholics. 
Sinn Fein’s success in the assembly polL capturing 
one-third of the Catholic vote, was the latest in a 
20-month string of electoral breakthroughs for the 
IRA that began during last year's hunger strike by 
jailed guerrillas in Belfast's Maze Prison. 

Ten inmates starved themselves to death during 
the seventh-month fast before it collapsed in the 
face of Britain's refusal to meet their demand to be 
treated as political prisoners rather than criminals. 
The hunger strike, and the worldwide propaganda it 
won the Provos. widened the sectarian gulf. Many 
people in London and Belfast think it set back any 
chance Britain had of getting the warring com- 
munities to bury their differences. 


“It’s almost impossible to see even a glimmer of 
light at the end of the tunnel any more." lamented a 
Catholic politician in Belfast who asked not to be 
identified. “We have a political climate now that is 
bleaker than it’s been for a decade. There simply 
does not seem to be any way of ending this night- 
mare for the foreseeable future.'' Both the IRA and 
their Protestant rivals report a surge in recruitment. 

David Blakely, general Secretary of the Irish 
Council of Churches, said in an interview: “We’re 
facing a hurricane of history. Historical forces are 
pressing hard on our people. Is it any wonder that 
we. with our great divisions and tribalism, are hav- 
ing such difficulty creating a new society " 

Andy Tyrie. “supreme commander” of the Uls- 
ter Defense Association, biggest of the Protestant 
paramilitary organizations, echoed loyalist bitter- 
ness at tbe IRA’s success with the ballot and the 
bomb. “The Republicans have determined every 
move in Northern Ireland." he said at the UDA's 
Belfast headquarters a half-mile from Sinn Fein 
headquarters in turbulent Falls Road. “The loyal- 
ists have won nothing. We’ve been saying for years 
that Catholics support the IRA and the assembly 
elections proved it.”

Army discipline crumbles in Ghana

LONDON — 

More violence is feared in Ghana. The capital. 
Accra, is now calm after the coup attempt against 
Flight Lieutenant Jeny Rawlings but army discip- 
line is crumbling in provincial towns inland. 

Disorders have been particularly prevalent in 
northern Ghana, bordering Upper Volta, where 
dissident troops overthrew the regime of Col. Saye 
Zerbo five weeks ago. Coups have always been 
contagious in West Africa. 

Rawlings held mass rallies in Accra after the 
rebels had been put down in an attempt to reinforce 
his control of the ruling Provisional National 
Defense Council, but much will depend in the next 
few days on the actions of Brig. Joseph Nunoo- 
Mensah. Ghana's chief of defense staff. 

On the eve of the coup he had tried to resign from 
the PNDC. where he was Rawling’s deputy, warn- 
ing that tbe army was *dissatisfic<r and that there 
was a 'tough and chaotic' situation in the country. 

Nunoo-Mensah had been loyal to the young 
flight lieutenant since his first spell in power in 
1979. After the coup that brought Rawlings back 
Dec. 3 1. last year. Nunoo-Mensah came to London 
to put the case for the new revolutionary regime - 
But the cohesion of the leadership has been break- 
ing up since the murder of three of Ghana's high 


court j udges last July. It is common knowledge that 
the death squad that abducted tbe judges from their 
homes in Accra had links with tbe army — and with 
people dose to the ruling PNDC. 

Despite a long investigation, no arrests have been 
made. One principal suspect, a staff-serge anL has 
been declared insane and cannot therefore be ques- 
tioned. This failure to take a firm line over the 
murders has wrecked what support Rawlings might 
have bad among the professional classes. He is now 
at loggerheads with the Ghana Bar Association, 
which has declared a boycott of the revolutionary 
People's Courts. 

These courts have bee a handing our draconian 
sentences to businessmen and members of banned 
political parties for currency offences and black 
marketeering. There have been frequent claims 
that troops and police have beaten up suspects. 
Rawlings most rely heavily on tbe rank-and-file of 
the array , to stay in power. Tbe most militant 
spokesman of the soldiers on the seven-man defense 
council is Sergeant Alolga A k ate -Pore, secretary of 
the 'armed forces committees'. 

Before this week’s fighting there had been sev- 
eral reported attempts to oust Rawlings. On Oct. 
29. rumors swept Accra that Sergeant Akate-Pore 
had taken over from him. This followed a bitter. 
Quarrel among the leadership. The cause is now ' 
known to be the failure to begin any proceedings 


against the suspected kiUens of the high court 
judges. A trade unionist Amarte KweL who sud- 
denly resigned from the defease council six weeks 
after the killings, is reported to be under arrest. 

Another member who resigned. Vincent 
Damuah. had spoken out strongly against the mur- 
ders. A left-wing Catholic priest Father Damuah. 
had also fallen out with the previous civilian regime 
of President HiBa Limann for criticizing the 'exploi- 
tation' of the ordinary people by a wealthy elite. 

Caught in the cross-currents of antagonism 
within Ghanian society. Rawlings is trying desper- 
ately to retain support among the young - — who are 
suffering actuely from the mounting unemployment 
and poverty. A week before the latest coup attempt. 
be -launched a Democratic Youth League. 

He did not appear at the launching but promised 
in a speech read out for him that everything possible 
was being done ito 'change the wretched social and 
economic conditions’ of the country.

JEDDAH — A visit to Zambia is quite 
exdting and an advenrurr that leaves behind 
enduring, impressions in ottfs mind. The 
, -unbounded wealth of wfldfife. the rich 
natural foliage and the friendliness of the 
? people have a special magnetism. 

Memories of the Bushmen, the original 
inhabitants who were driven out by the invad- 
ing Bantus, flashed in my mind while embark- 
ing on a place in the bean of the African 
continent. I did conjure up visions of their 
movements around the bush with s Sow. 
effortless rhythm that embodies aD Urn sen- 
sual power of a primeval creature, the rustle 
of their feathered headdresses and the musi- 
cal dink of the beDs around their limbs in the 
all-pervading silence of the jungle. But it is all 
history now, though the Zambians still main- 
tain their traditions in a small way. Their 
weekly cultural revivals are still charming, It 
is on these occasions the mordent Zambian 
tries to live out his ancestoral past. But these 
are fleeting glimpses, because he once again 
returns to the concrete Jungle, reveling in 
another type of wildlife, A far cry from the 
one seen in the natural jungle. 

As you leave the city, your neighbors are 
the lion, the elephants huge tuskers — and 
the buffaloes with the cooling green every- 
where except in autumn. Twilight in the 
jungle is alluring, as is the dawn. The whole 
area is enveloped in darkness even before the 
sun is set. For. golden rays seep through the 
minute opening m the thick foliage to illumi- 
nate the grandeur. But the natural beauty 
reaches its zenith in the morning when petal 
dews glitter like diamonds as the golden hue 
breaks out in all its splendor. 

Zambia is a landlocked country covering 
an area of about 750.000 square kilometers. 
Situated in the tropical belt, it enjoys a temp- 
erate climate. But its beauty lies in its unspoilt 
nature. It boasts of an environment that has 
remained unchanged since time immemorial. 

A country rich in scenic beauty and roaming 
wildlife. Happily an awareness of the need for 
preserving their natural wealth b growing 
among Zambians. Two vast and exciting 
sanctuaries is the result of this awareness. 
One is in Luangwa and the other at Kafue in 
the north. The Luangwa Park surrounds the 
Luangwa River and houses one of the largest 
■ concentrations of wildlife in the world. The 
- variety of game represented b simply fantas- 
tic. 

The king of the beasts roams the pictures- 
que terrain with pride in he morning looking 
for a kill. The adventurous, though bleary- 
eyed. could enjoy the thrills of a hunt and if 
lucky can even take a shot at the lion — mind 
- you. wjth a camera. 

The tuskers are there aplenty leaving their 
trail of destruction as they move uprooting 
trees and vegetation. And then there are foe 
hippos and foe crocodiles living harmoni- 
ously in foe river. Along with the carnivorous

antelope family, zebras and giraffes.

Seismic tests 
threatening 

whale journey 

SAN FRANCISCO (R) - As has hap- 
pened repeatedly before* gray whales are 
■ migrating from Alaska to Mexico, but amidst 
accusations by environmentalists that oil- 
hungry mankind is theatening the journey. 

Biologists at the Whale Center/ a national 
organization based in nearby Oakland, say 

* the resumption this week of seismic tests for 
oil off California's coast may irreparably 
damage the whales' hearing and confound 
their ability to complete the 9,600-km jour- 
ney. 

In the tests, two vessels — each armed with 
about three dozen cannons — fire blasts of 
compressed air at the ocean floor. Echoes 
■- bouncing back enable geologists to construct 
a picture of the ocean floor. *' We are con- 
-cemed that the whales’ hearing may be 
severely damaged," said tbe Whale Center’s 
executive director, Maxine McCIoskey. " The 
■sounds that are emitted are in the range of 
225 decibels. We know this b very harmful 
for human ears and potentially painful for the 
whales." 

The ships belong to Western Geophysical, 
a Texas-based firm that makes maps of the 
ocean floor for sale to oil companies. The 
ships, the Western Horizon and Western 
Anchorage, axe working beyond tbe state of 

• California’s three-mile limit, in U.S. govern- 

ment waters and in the path of the whales 
who make the journey as much as 1 S miles off 
the coast. _ * 

A moratorium on seismic blasts in state 
waters went into force last October when the 
California State Lands Commission began 
receiving complaints from fisherman that 
compressed-air testing was a scattering fish. 
Although the technique has been used in the 
Santa Barbara Channel, just north of Los 
Angeles, for as long as five-years, it had not 
been tried previously m Northern California 
fishing grounds. 

A task force appointed by the lands com- 
mission is expected to report soon that it 
could find no evidence of harm from the tests. 
But Maxine McOoskey is convinced that too 
little is known about tbe possible damage.

Sea wealth divides major powers

MONTEGO BAY, JAMAICA (AP) - 
The United States and a handful of indus- 
trialized nations are isolating themselves 
from the rest of tbe world at the final U.N. 
Law of the Sea Conference here this week. 

The meeting will end Friday with the sign- 
ing ceremony for the Law of the Sea Con- 
vention* the first comprehensive treaty 
intended to establish law and order on the 
high seas. The major issue dividing the 
United States and some of its allies from the 
developing countries and the Socialist states 
is a basic disagreement over how the oceans 
should be mined. 

At stake are trillions of dollars worth of 
potato-sized modules of manganese, cop- 
per, nickel and cobalt on the ocean floors. 
Tbe U.S. position is that they belong to 
those able to mine them. Tbe treaty takes 
the view that they should be shared by all 
mankind. 

President Reagan said on July 9 that the 
seabed mining provisions would keep the 
United States from signing the treaty. He 
said U.S. would seek bilateral agreements 
.with other industrialized countries which 


already have engaged in exploration of tbe 
deep-sea minerals. 

This policy is being interpreted by many 
nations represented here as an illegal 
•'mini-treaty" between industrialized 
nations. 

Jamaican Prime Minister Edward Seaga, 
whose conservative government supports 
the Reagan administration, first confronted 
the issue here. "A small number of coun- 
tries has raised the specter of a * mini-treaty 
as an alternative legal regime to the conven- 
tion..." he said Monday at the Rose Hall 
Country Club Hotel during his welcome 
address. "But It cannot be possible that the 
proposed 'mini-treat/ could occupy any 
legal status in that it is contrary to the provi- ’ 
sions of the law of the Sea Convention 

The theme has been repeated in many of 
the statements of governments which 
intend to sign tbe treaty on Friday. The 
conference chairman, Tommy T. B. koh of 
Singapore, told reporters at a press confer- 
ence Monday that mining the deep seabed 
outside the framework of the convention 
would be “unjust and probably illegal." He 
suggested that if tbe United Slates and 
other countries begin mining the seabeds. 


their action could be contested in the Inter- 
national Court of Justice. 

Four consortia, all of them registered in 
the United States, claim to have invested 
S3U0 million in ocean floor mining prepara- 
tions. They include companies from Bel- 
gium, Canada, West Germany, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, Great Britain and the 
United States. 

West Germany, Japan, Belgium and 
Great Britain, as well as the United States, 
have announced they will not sign the treaty 
Friday. With the exception of the United 
States. No one has ruled out signing at a 
future date. The Soviet Union, India, the 
Netherlands and Canada have said they will 
sign the treaty. Italy has not made its posi- 
tion known. 

The convention establishes territorial 
seas running 12 miles off shore from coastal 
states and gives them exclusive economic 
zones up to 200 miles out to sea. Beyond 
that, the sea is declared the " common herit- 
age of mankind." 

The treaty will establish an international 
seabed authority which will create a mining 
company called the enterprise. >

Best-seller predicts 
Mount Fuji eruption 


Zambia has four main regional languages 
with 72 dialects. Although the lilting Tonga 
.(Southerners). Lost (Westerners). Bemba

TOKYO (AP) — Mount Fuji, Japan’s 
highest peak will explode next September in a 
burst of volcanic fury, a meteorologist claims 
in a book that has hit the best-sellers’ list here 
this year. 

Masatoshi Sagara. in his book The Great 
Explosion of Mount Fuji says he is“90 percent 
certain” that foe 3.776- meter conical vol- 
cano will erupt between Sept. 10 and 15. In a 
worst case scenario, be says a tenth of tbe 
mountain could be blown away, lnTifng tens of 
thousands and cutting off co mm unication 
and transportation for 20 million people in 
the densely populated Tokai Pacific coastal 
region. 

Shortly before or after the eruption, Sagara 
says. Tokyo, only 90 kms east of the moun- 
tain. will be hit by the worst earthquake since 
1923. when the great Kanto quake killed 
140,000 in the Tokyo and Yokohama area. 
Sagara’s theory, based on geophysical data, 
has been discounted by most Japanese vol- 
canologists. but his book has sold 300.000 
copies since coming out in August, and 
reminded many in this "land of volcanoes" 
how vulnerable they are to the forces of 
nature. 

Japan has 200 volcanoes, and 67 of tbe 
earth's 800 active volcanoes on islands that 
make up only one four-hundredth of the 
earth's land mass. Five have erupted this year 
alone, including Mount Asama. whose vol- 
canic ash last April spread as far as Tokyo. 
140 kms away. 

Mount Fuji which since ancient times has 
been regarded as a sacred peak and is today a 
national symbol, has been silent since a major 
eruption in 1707. This lull. Sagara says, 
means that long pent-up energy within foe 
volcano's heart could make the eruption, 
when it comes, that much more devastating. 

Sagara. 62. is a former Meteorological 
Agency official who is operating a private 
long-range weather foretasting service. He 
contends that the world has entered a period 
of cold temperatures with regional droughts 
as a result of three factors — a decrease in 
sunspot activity, foe gravitational pull caused 
by a rare line-up of six of the solar system's 
planets, and abnormally wide fluctuation of 
the earth on its axis. 

He links these phenomena to recent erup- 
tions at Mount St Helens in the United 
States. Gahinggung in Indonesia and El 
Qnnchonal in Mexico. Accroding to Sagara 
they also helped trigger tbe woritfs most 
powerful known eruption, on Indonesia’s 
Krakatoa in 1883 which killed about 36,000 
compared with 15,000 casualties in 1793 


when Unsen-Dake erupted in southwest 
Japan, unleashing a tidal wave. Exactly 100 
years before Krakatoa. 1.1 Si died in Mount 
Asama' s most violent eruption in another low 
"sunspof period. 

In mid-September. Sagara predicts, a high 
pressure zone will force the Magma, or Mol- 
ten Rock, under the earth toward Fujfs base. 
Rain from a seasonal typhoon will seep into 
the earth, creating storm when meeting the 
Magma, and the storm's low pressure area 
will weaken foe atmosphere's downward 
push, letting foe energies within the cone 
blow sky-high. 

In an interview'. Sagara said that since foe 
book was published birds have disappeared 
from certain areas of the mountain, and hot 
springs have spilled forth in others, evidence 
of subterranean turmoil. “The Meteorologi- 
cal Agency is a government office and very 
cautious, but as a private scientist 1 have the 
leeway and responsibility to publish my find- 
ings.” he said. 

But Michiya Yoshidome of the agency's 
volcano office said that Sagara's book was 
“from an expert's view, nonsense." He ack- 
nowledge that Fuji is now regarded as an 
active volcano but said there are no indica- 
tions an eruption is imminent. Fuji used to be 
classed as “ dormant," but that word has gone 
into disuse since it is considered too hard to 
define. 

Professor Kazuhiko Hamano of 
Yamanashi Gakuin University near the base 
of the mountain said Fuji was in "one of the 
most sedate" periods of the 18 years he has 
observed the majestic volcano. There were 
minoT eruptions and other tell-tale 
phenomena for a 50-year period before the 
1707 eruption. Hamano said. “So 2 don't 
expect an eruption for at least 50 years " 

Sadaichi Osada of the Y amanashi Prefec- 
ture (state) Tourist Bureau said the mountain 
remains one of Japan’s most popular tourist 
spots. Last year at least 500,000 people 
climbed to the half-way point accessible by 
road, while 1 20.000 reached the peak, where 
there is a weather station. 

That accessibility troubles many. In the 
past, eruptions of remotely situated vol- 
canoes caused relatively little damage. But 
today very active volcanoes are visited by 
thousands of tourists .daily during the sum- 
mer, and they tower over summer cottage 
villages. 

"A major eruption today could cause terr- 
ible damage," Sagara said. “1 pray that my 
prediction will be wrong." But to prepare for ' 
the worst. Sagara this month has put on tbe 
market a cassette tape to instruct people in 
how to cope with foe coming conflagration. 


U.K. women on warpath 
against nuclear missiles

GREENHAM COMMON, England <AP) 
— ** NATO wants 96 U.S. nuclear Cruise mis- 
siles based here by next December, but 
they’ll never make it," said a member of the 
women's peace camp at this Royal Air Force 
base. "I wouldn’t be here if I didn't think 
we'd stop them.” 

Catherine Barker, a 24-year-old student 
who gave up courses at the London College 
of Priming to join the camp, wanned herself 
at the smoky campfire a few meters from the 
base's main gate. 

For 15 months, she and nearly ICO other 
British women, aged 17 to 70, have staffed 
and supported Britain's first peace camp at 
the base 96 km east of London. 

"It’s a matter of life or death, for us. for our 
children, for everyone. Tbe time has come 
when someone has to have the guts and 
determination to say ‘ enough' to the Russians 
and Americans,” Miss Barker said. 

The missiles, due to arrive by next 
December, are the first of 572 Cruise and 
Pershing II missiles to be deployed through- 
out Europe under a decision made by NATO 
in June 1979. 

Last year's exceptionally cold winter, two 
evictions and the two-week imprisonment of 
23 of their members have made the women 
even more determined to halt tbe deploy- 
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mem of missiles here. The 23 camp members 
were jailed last month for disturbing the 
peace during an attempt to blockade the base 
entrance. 

This Sunday, the peace camp will host 
"embrace foe base day.” Mandy Bush, 25, 
who was formerly unemployed, said more 
than 8.000 women from Britain and Europe 
are expected to come to the base to link hands 
around its 13-km perimeter fence. 

The camp's house trailers were confiscated 
after the evictions. So the women are now 
living in makeshift tents of orange, black and . 
clear plastic sheeting strung between thin 
trees. 

A clutter of tables and cabinets, charred 
pots, colored balloons dangling from a 
clothesline and welcome notices for visitors 
reflect tbe spirit behind the camp's organiza- 
tion, said Eleanor McManus, 25. 

"No one’s in charge of the camp really — 
It's a completely communal thing," said Miss 
McManus, teased by the rest of the women 
for joining the vegetarian camp after leaving 
her job as a butcher in Glasgow, Scotland. 

"It just yrorks out that we have 15 or 20 
women living here all the time — A lot of -us 
come and go.” she said. " We' ve not got a 
strategy or an organization. What happens, 
happens. We only have a goal and everyone 
contributes. It works.” 

Londoner Connie Mansueto. 27, whose * 
two young sons were missing school to visit 
the camp, said: "We’re anxious to have men 
contribute too. They can take care of the 
children and do the housework. 

“ We want them to challenge their own 
masculinity, to reject violence accepted as a 
way of life in male-ruled society and stop 
their wars and the nuclear bombs that 
endanger us all" she said. . 

Some of the camp members nodded. 

Support for the camp in the form of public- 
ity, food and cash donations has been over- - 
whelming, said Miss Bush. 

"We get hundreds of visitors and press, 
every day. Local people supply us with diri-_ 
ner, firewood, warm clothing and occasion'-* 
ally hot baths at their homes.” she said. . '.•I 

A woman in her 5Us rushed toward jhfcr' 
group and said: "Tro with you all the way,”' 
She then drove off. 

The royal mail service delivered a pile of 
letters and postcards from supporters 
throughout Europe and from as far away as 
Japan, encouraging them in their vigil and 
demonstrations. >’ 

The women have given Britain's Campaign 
for Nuclear Disarmament (CND), which 
claims 250,000 members, a big boost. A CND 
spokeswoman said the number of .con- 
tributors has doubled this year and more'than 
10 other peace camps have sprung up at 
military air bases. 

" We arc a force to be reckoned with,” said 
one of the Greenham protesters. - We'll be 
here as long as it takes." 



Care of the aged 


Americans seeking alternatives to nursing homes \controversial

HOUSTON — Nursing home. In the 
United Stales these two words can evoke a 
whole string of emotions: fear, guilt, loneli- 
ness , even a sense of security. Countless sons, 
and daughters can recall the tearful scenes 
that greeted them when they announced the 
decision to admit their parents to an institu- 
tion. Proud, independent individuals who 
had lived alone for years can recall the sink- 
ing feeling they had after they admitted to 
themselves that they could no longer manage 
on their own. For many Americans, nursing 
homes axe a prelude to death, a place to wait 
and die. 

There are now about 26,000 nursing 
homes in the United States, ranging in size 
from 10 to 2,000 beds, and they are "home” 
to about 900,000 people. Primarily intended 
for those elderly who have become so 
severely disabled both physically and men- 
tally, that they can no longer take care of 
themselves, nursing homes provide the 24- 
hour supervision that a family member often 
cannot 

Depending on the individual nursing 
home, patients have their own small room or 
have to share one with a roommate. Each 
rooms has the standard necessities — a bed, 
dresser and night table. Those not bed- ridden 
eat in a central dining room. The institution is 
staffed by nurses and nurses aides who assist 
the patient with bathing, dressing, and all 
personal care, as well as give prescribed 
medication. 

No one can dispute that nursing homes 
have met a long-felt need in society, but how 
well they have fared has been debated for 
some time. Critics have decried nursing 
homes for everything from impersonal to 
negligent. 

While the vast majority are probably run 
well, newspaper stories about physical abuse 
and mistreatment, stories of incontinent 
patients left unatte n ded for da ys jit a time, 
patients locked in closets oroeateri; have

frightened many elderly people and their 
children. 

Until recently these complaints and fears 
had to be borne, because nursing ho meswere 
virtually the only option open to theelderiy. 
But in the last 10 to IS years, and particularly 
during the last two years, there has been an 
increasing interest in finding alternative ways 
to care for the aged. The impetus came not so 
much from dissatisfaction with the care that 
was provided by nursing homes but the price 
tag for that care. ? 

In 1900, only one in every 24 Americans 
was 65 or older. In the 1980s the proportion 
has jumped to one in 10. The Bureau of the 
Census has predicted that by the year 2000, 
older Americans will make up l2-5percent of 
the population, with 31 milli on over the age 
of 65. 

The vast majority of health care for the 
elderly, including nursing homes, is paid for 
by Medicaid, a federal program for the medi- 
cally indigent that is administered by indi- 
vidual states. A similar program, called Med- 
icare, is a federal medical insurance for per- 
sons over 65 (the official retirement age in 
the U.S,) and is more restrictive in the types 
of health services that it wOl pay for. Last year 
Medicaid spent $8.2 billion on nursing home 
costs alone, and by the year 1 984, the figure is 
expected to rise to $9-5 billion 

As more and more people reach the age of 
65, their medical needs are placing an ever 
' increasing burden on state and federal 
budgets. Public policy-makers have begun to 
realize that the government can no longer 
afford this kind of assistance and perhaps 
there are less costly alternatives that not only 
would reduce Medicaid bills, but would allow 
the elderly to stay tome longer, rather than 
be institutionalized. 

At least one state has taken a step in that 
direction, by refusing Medicaid reimburse- 
ment for the lowest level of care provided in 
nursing homes. Nurs ing home ca re has been 
divided into four levels, ranging from skilled 
nursing for someone severely disabled to 


low- level maintenance, or custodial care 
primarily bathing and grooming. In 1979, the 
state of Texas ruled that costs for the 
m inimum level of care would not be reim- 
■ bursed by Medicaid. The intent of the new 
law was to weed out of already over-crowded 
nursing tomes those patients who did not 
Deed to be there. 

The approach toward Medicaid reform on 
the national level has been just the opposite, 
altho ug h the goal been the same. Instead of 
reducing the services that Medicaid would 
pay for, legislation has been proposed that 
would expand the services — to alternative, 
more experimental programs. 

Sen. Bob Fackwood, a Republican from 
Oregon, and Sen. Bill Bradley, a Democrat 
from New Jersey, have introduced legislation 
that would create a health team in 10 states 
which would evaluate elderly and disabled 
persons seeking' to enter nursing tomes to 
determine if they really need institutional 
care. Their bfll also would make it easier to 
use Medicare and Medicaid funds for home- 
care services, including day care centers, 
meals, transportation, and foster tomes for 
adults. 

A similar bill introduced by Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, chairman of the Senate Labor and 
H uman Resources Committee, is intended to 
encourage the establishment of tome health 
programs, and expand the coverage of tome 
health services under Medicaid and Medi- 
care. 

While the current legislation seeks to 
reduce the cost of medical health care for the 
taxpayer, some people in the Reagan 
administration are afraid tome health care 
may have just the opposite effect. They're 
afraid that those elderly persons who are liv- 
ing alone now, without assistance, win take 
advantage of the new progra ms and the bills 
wiO go up. william Weissert, a researcher at - 
the Dep artment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, wbo conducted a year-long experi- 
ment, involving 1 ,871 elderly persons in New 
York, Kentucky and California is convinced

that tome-care services would on!y increase 
the drain on federal money. 

But advocates of. tome-health care have 
conducted experiments of their own that 
seem to contradict Weissert' s findings. One 
published study of the costs in New York City 
indicate a significant savings for borne health. 
The average monthly cost for patients in a 
skilled nursing tome in New York City is 
$2,122. A person living at tome could 
receive the same services for about $833 per 
month, a little more than a third of the nurs- 
ing home cost 

The studies, and counter-studies will no 
doubt continue, but most experts in the field 
of care for the elderly predict that alterna- 
tives to nursing homes, programs that allow 
the elderly person to live in his own tome for 
as long as possible, are the only practical and 
humane choices for the future. While the 
national legislation is yet to be approved by 
Congress a number of elderiy people like 
Mrs. Cathey Murphy are already enjoying 
the benefits of programs like dayr* care cen- 
ters and foster homes. 

Ever since the death of her husband, Mrs. 
Murphy had been leading a lonely life except 
for twice- a-week visits by ber daughter to 
clean her apartment. If she now lives at her 
daughter’s tome in Houston after a stroke 
she suffered 8 weeks ago it is only because of 
the tome health servjpes provided by the 
Houston Visiting Nurses Association 
(VNA) . The second largest such organization 
in the state, the Houston VNA has a $3 mil- 
lion contract with the State Department of 
Human Resources, the state agency which 
administers funds allocated for social ser- 
vices. Under one pan of its contract; the 
health agency provides what are known as 
home health aides, individuals who assist the 
elderly client with meal preparation, bathing, 
light housekeeping, grocery stopping, and 
laundry. 

The aides, who are not nurses and require 
no special license, are paid a minimum wage 
of $335 an hour. Often neighbors or family 
members are hired as aides because they 
know the client and are almost always access- 
ible in an emergency. The VNA currently 
provides homemaker services to 2,000 peo- 
ple living in the Houston area. 

The agency’s 55 registered nurses see an 
average of five patients aday and again, each 
patient is limited to a maximum of 20 hours of 
care a week. The cost of the visits, around $4 
an hour are reimbursed by Medicaid if the 
patient is eligible. Though the services vary 
according to the patient, as a general rule, the 
nurses measure the patients blood pressure, 
change dressings, irrigate wounds if the 
elderiy person has recently- undergone 
surgery, and irrigate catheters for those 
patients wbo cannot control their kidneys. 
Much of their work is geared toward educat- 
ing the elderly, many of them diabetics, about 
the foods they should eat, and training family 


. members tow to give, insulin injections. 

Supplementing the home health care being 
provided by organizations like' VNA are day 
care centers such as St, Benedicts' in San 
Antonio, Texas. _For those elderiy in the 
co mm u ni ty who either live alone or with fam- 
ily members who work during the day, the 
center offers the social contact missing from 
many of their lives and provides medical gui- 
dance and .nutritional information that will 
enable them to live with new di s a b ilit ies such 
as high blood pressure or diabetes. Free 
transportation is provided to and from the 
center. The clients are also given breakfast, a 
tot noon meal arid an afternoon snack. 

Most clients come to the center after being 
referred by their own doctors or by a 
worker from the state Department of Human 
Resources. Although a quarter of them are 
married, the majority live by themselves. 

The emphasis at St. Benedict's is on 
rehabilitation and the person most directly in 
charge of meeting the client’s medical needs 
is Nancy Mauldin, a registered nurse who has 
been at St. Benedict's for a little-more than a 
year. Nancy supervises therapists who work 
with the clients, teaching them to walk with a 
walker or a cane and making sure that they 
get at least small amount of physical exercise 
during the tours they spend at the center. 

A lot of her time is speat teaching the 
clients the foods they should take and avoid. 
Many of the clients are on special diets, and to 
help them when they go tome in the even- 
ings, Miss Mauldin prepares menus that are 
tath easy to cook, and nutritional. 

This report about the revolutionary 
changes taking place in the field of social 
welfare in the U.S. win not be complete with- 
out a reference to the institution of foster 
homes. < 

Foster homes for the elderly isn't a new 
concept, says Joyce Daly of Sheltering Arms. 
There have been several in the Houston area 
since 1957. But it was only recently that the 
agency started seriously recruiting people to 
be foster home' managers, The need for them 
became particularly evident two years ago 
when the state of Texas stopped Medicaid ■ 
reimbursement . for those nursing home 
patients receiving the lowest level of care. 
This left a lot of elderiy people, who had no 
family and who couldn't live alooe, with no 
place to go. Right now, there are a total of 24 
foster homes m the Houston area which take 
care of almost 35 elderiy residents. 

Foster home managers don't have to be 
skilled nurses or members of the medical pro- 
fession. All they 1 re. providing is supervision 
for people wbo can take care of ttomselves. 
They do have to oe certified by the State 
Department of Human Resources, which 
means that their tome must pass a building 
inspection that insures that the home's elec- 
trical wiring and plumbing are safe and sanit- 
ary. -

HUNTSVILLE, Texas (AP) — The 
method chosen by the U.S. state of Texas - 
to execute convicted murderer Charlie 
Brooks. Jr. Tuesday has roused con- 
trpversy among American doctors. 

The’ technique is a lethal injection of 
sodium tlripentaL, a drug com monly used to 
help save lives by putting patients to sleep 
■quickly for life-saving surgery. The drug, 
better known as sodium pentothal or truth 
serum, can quickly stop breathing and 
heart beat. Many experts believe it is the 
most humane way yet found for society to 
execute its cr iminals . But the practice has 
run into bitter opposition from those who 
call it a corruption of medical technology 
designed to heal. 

- The states of Oklahoma, Idaho and 
New Mexico also have passed legislation 
to use lethal injection for executions, 
some with a combination of a barbiturate 
and potassium which can also stop the 
heart. Washington state offers prisoners a 
choice between hanging or lethal injec- 
tion. 

The use of lethal injection was first 
proposed in the 1950s, but did not become 
a political issue until the mid-1970s. The 
American Medical Society ruled in 1980 
that doctors may not participate, but may 
be present to declare the prisoner dead. 
That created a conflict, in some states, 
with existing laws which forbid injections 
except under the supervision of a physi- 
cian. 

In Texas, injection became the legis- 
lated method in 1977. Regulations based 
on the law specifically state that the injec- 
tion win be administered by a medically 
trained individual, not a doctor. 

Lethal injection executions in Texas 
ta i«» place in the same room where the 
stare used to electrocute condemned men, 
a death chamber housed in a red brick unit 
called “the walls.” The prisoner is strap- 
ped down on a gurney, a rolling stretcher, 
in the small, poorly lighted room. 

A prison employee inserts an intraven- 
ous needle, attached to a tube that snakes 
down and through a nearby wall that sepa- 
rates the condemned man from his 
executioner. A clear saline solution is 
started, flowing down the tube and into 
the prisoners arm. When a prison official 
gives the word, the executioner uses - a 
syringe to inject sodium thiopental into 
the tube. It biends with the saline solution 
and flows through the tube and into tbe 
prisoner. 

In Texas, two other chemicals are added 
to the injection after the sodium thiopen- 
tal to assure death. They are a muscle 
relaxant called pavukm, and potassum 
chloride, which can cause muscular para-

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (R) - Russian Jew- 
ish exile Yuri Brokhin, who exposed a seamy 
underside to Soviet life in two books pub- 
lished in the West, was found murdered in his 
New York apartment, police said Tuesday . 

- Police said that Brokhin, 49. a former 
Soviet film television director working as a 
cab driver in New York; bad been shot once 
in the head as he lay fully dressed 00 bis bed. 
Police sources said that several thousand dol- 
lars was found near his body and that bis 
apartment had not been ransacked. 

Brokhin was the author of The Big Bed 
Machine, a book about corruption in Soviet 
sports, and Hustling on Gorky Street, about 
crime in Moscow. The Big Bed Machine, pub- 
lished two years ago to coincide with the 
Moscow Olympics, was well received by cri- 
tics. but Brokhin made very little money from 


China has begun consultations with the 
Soviet Union on improving relations, but said 
the Soviets menace China by their presence 
in A fgh a n istan, their support for the Viet- 
namese intervention in Cambodia and the 
stationing of large numbers of troops on the 
Chinese border. 

In August. China and the United States 
reached agreement on a communique pledg- 
ing a limit to U.S. arms sales to Taiwan, but 
China says the arms sales issue still leaves a 
ckmd over U.S.-Cbina relations. China has 
said it will not attach itself to any power. 

' Xinhua said Schlesinger suggested China 
s hould exploit favorable conditions on the 
international money market to raise funds for 
development of its offshore oil. It said Zhao 
replied that China will solicit some loans for 
its modernization program and expressed 
hope that Lehman Brothers would cooperate 
with tire Bank of China in this regard. 

Zh ao also said China has problems of poor 
management and comparatively great waste 
of hs energy resources. “We should make 
impro v ements in two respects: exploration of 
energy resources such as coal, hydropower 
and oil and construction of nuclear power 
stations, and adoption of energy conservation 
measures including technical revamping and 
equipment renewal, particularly the use of 
energy-saving equipment. There is great 
potential.’' Zhao said. 

Xinhua said Schlesinger. who was defense 
secretary from 1973 to 1975 and later special 
assistant to the president for energy, and 
Holbrooke, assistant secretary of state for 
Far East and Pacific affairs in the President 
Jimmy Carter administration, arrived in Pek- 
ing Sunday. 


SUVA, Fiji, Dec. 8{ AP) — A California 
family of three survived a 4,800-kilometer 
voyage in the South Pacific huddled in two 
2. 4-mcter dinghies lashed stern to stern and 
driven by a windsurfer sail, 

After almost four weeks during which 
they capsized many times, Robert Aros, 50, 
of Long Beach, his wife, Margaret, 3U, and 
his 17-year-old son, Christian, landed on a 
desolate sand cay. They subsisted on a mash 
of seabird eggs and hermit crabs for three 
days before Fijians rescued them last week 
and took them to Cikobia-i-Lau, an isbnd 
240-kilometers northeast of Suva. 

A government helicopter brought the 
family to Suva Tuesday, and they were tre- 
ated at a hospital for sunburn, exhaustion, 
malnutrition and exposure. A doctor said 
all three would make a good recovery. 

The family left Long Beach, California, a 
year ago, on Dec. S, 1981. for a three-year 
round-the-world voyage on their J0.8- 
tnetcr sloop Vamanos. Four nights after sail- 
ing from Rara tonga, in the Cook Islands, 
for New Zealand, the boat grounded on a 
reef. 

Aros said he and his son battled for half 
an hour to prevent the stricken sloop from 
being wahsed off the edge ol the reef. But as 
each wave pushed the yacht closer to the 
edge of the reef, Aros said he realized they 
couldn’t save her. Collecting equipment, 
(bod, and clothing, they lashed an 2.4- 
jncter rubber dinghy and an 2.4-meter

Aros said they left the wrecked sloop with 
two table, knives, two pocket knives, about 
15 cans of survival rations, about 20 quarts 
of fresh water, assorted clothing, flares and 
a signaling kit, a sextant, a first aid kit, two 
oars and airpump for the inflatable dinghy. 

“Within two weeks everything was gone 
but the last oar.” said Christian. Then they 
saw islands where they landed two days 
later. Three days later, Christian said his 
stepmother exclaimed,"' is that a boat?" 

“1 grabbed my maroon jacket and began 
waving. Someone waved back. I thought, 
‘what if they turn away?' “1 began crying. 
Margaret was crying, and we ran dow’n 
toward the boat, i looked round to see dad 
wriggling about on the sand, too weak to 
stand. 1 think he was crying." 

" We hugged and kissed these people and 
said they were God sent.” “It’s been a ter- 
rifying and maturing experience," said 
Christian. “ It made me grow up quite quite 
a lot.’’

Survey shows fewer Britons born but more divorced 
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LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP) — Fewer people 
are being born in Britain but twice as many 
couples were divorced last year than in 1 97 1, 
an official survey released Tuesday showed. 

The annual survey by Britain’s Central 
Statistical Office — a major indicator of 
changing life in Britain — also showed a 
record number of criminal offenses coupled 
with a decrease in the crime detection rate. 

While the population boom is still a major 


social problem in the Third World, the survey 
showed that in the decade ending 1981. there 
were around 2 million fewer births in Britain 
than in the previous 10 years. 

But illegitimate births were rising — from 8 
percent in 1971 to 12 percent in 1981 — and 
129.000 legal abortions were carried out in 
England and Wales last year, the same 
number as m 1 98u but 3b percent more than 
in 1971. 


The survey, entitled "Social Trends,” said 
co- habitation before marriage was more 
popular than 10 years ago, but it added that 
157,000 divorces were granted in 1981 
almost double the 1 971 total. The proportion 
of divorce within four years of marriage went 
up from 1 0 percent in 1971 to 13 percent last 


year. In one-third of British marriages last 
year, one partner had been married before. 

A section on law and order showed that the 
number of criminal offenses reached almost 3 
million in 1981, the survey said, a 10 percent 
increase over 1 980 and more 1 han in any year 
since records began. -

They were accused of forming an organiza- 
tion to carry out terrorist activities and work 
for a violent overthrow of the government, as 
well as supporting Communist North Korea. 
These are offenses for which they could be 
sentenced to death under the national sec- 


urity law. 

Police said the eight had taught at a high 
school in the southern city of Kunsan. Three 
other teachers of the same school were also 
being questioned, they added. The alleged 
ringleader. Lee Kwang-Ung. 42. and other 
reachers formed the organization last April 
with the aid of Cho Sung- Yong. 45. an official 
of a broadcasting station, and Yun Han- 
Bong. 34. a fugitive sought in connection with 
a week-long armed uprising in the southwest 
city of Kwangju in 1 980. according to police. 


America lifts restriction on Chinese 


PEKING, Dec. 8 (R) - The U.S. State 
Department has lifted restriction son Chinese 
diplomats and journalists wanting to travel to 
29 cities in the United States in response to a 
similar relaxation here, a U.S. consular offi- 
cial said Wednesday. 

He said the Chinese government was 
informed test Friday that in future its officials 
would be free to visit all the listed cities, 
including Las Vegas, and Honolulu in 


Hawaii, without a travel permit and without 
notice. 

The concession came less than two months 
after the Chinese authorities opened up 29 
cities and resorts to foreigner without per- 
mits. They included Shanghai, Canton, 
Suzhou, Hangzhou and the southern tourist 
spot of Guflin. "The United States took 
action as a matter of reciprocity, and in the 
hope of encouraging further relaxation in 
China.” tbe consular official said. 


Arms-holding Malaysian executed 


KUALA LUMPUR, Dec. 8 (R) — A 
Malaysian Chinese has been executed here 
under Malaysia's tough internal security laws 
for illegal possession of firearms, prison offi- 
cials ; said Wednesday. Goh Kong Yau, a 
25-year-old farmer, was hanged at dawn 
Tuesday following the rejection of an appeal 
to the pardons board. 


The high court in the northern town of 
Ipoh convicted Goh last March under the 
Internal Security Act for possessing a 
revolver and ammunition, an offense which 
carries a mandatory death sentence. Goh is 
tbe first person to be executed this year under 
tbe act although tbe Malaysian authorities 
have hanged 20 persons for drug trafficking.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 8 (AFP) — Two 
years after the administration began applying 
President Ronald Reagan's economic prog- 
ram it still has to bear fruit. 

The re suits of the mid-term legislative elec- 
tions in November, in which Reagan's 
Republican Party lost seats, could also oblige 
the White House to ease its increasingly con- 
tested policy next year. President Reagan 
assumed power to reduce taxes, massively 
increase military spending and balance the 
federal budget. 

The budget deficit is expected to exceed 
'$ 1 50 billion this year. In addition, the IS per- 
cent drop in income tax rates has failed to 
boost consumption and the economy as the 
' administration hoped. 

The recession remains, affecting virtually 
all sectors of the economy. Unemployment 
has steadily risen throughout the year and 
now affects 12 million Americans, the highest 


figure since 1940.

KINSHASA. Zaire. Dec. 8 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Mobutu Sese Seko called on foreign 
governments and private creditors to allow 
Zaire to reschedule a portion of its S 4 billion 
foreign debt. 

In a' speech to Zaire's ruling popular 
movement of the Revolution Party. Mobuni 
appealed for understanding as his African 
nation attempts to deal with its debt burden. 

Despite a major rescheduling agreement in 
1 980. the country has continued to fall into 
arrears on loan repayments. About $400 mil- 
lion of its total foreign debt is owed to com- 
mercial banks, and bankers say the country is 
£30 million behind in interest payments to 
private lenders. 


This economic .outcome was the main, 
perhaps the only, theme of political debate 
througfaout the legislative election campaign. 
The poll itself was widely described as a 
referednum on ‘‘ Bgapnnmip^ ” 

The White House during the campaign 
could only blame the previous Democratic 
Party ad m i n istration for the present crisis, 
highlighting the fell in inflation from 12.4 
percent in 1980 to five percent as Reagan 
promised an early business upturn. 

During the first two years of his mandate, 
the White House got virtually everything it 
wanted from Congress, from the defense 
budget rise to welfare cuts, thanks to Repub- 
lican Party unity and the backing of 40 con- 
servative Democrats. 

Now the Republicans admit that the coali- 
tion which dominated Congress from 1980 to 
1 982 felled to survive the recent elections. 
The presidency must now cooperate more 
closely with congressional leaders. 

The first sign of this was Reagan's accep- 
tance of a public works program urged by the 
Democrats as a job-creator and supported by 
the Republican leaders, and congressional 
opposition was spectactdaiy revealed by 
Tuesday night’s anti-Reagan MX missile vote 
in the house. 

The idea of taxing recipients of unemp- 
loyment benefit was abandoned immediately 
after it was branched. The preadent after 
saying he planned to bring forward the appli- 
cation of a third tax cut. also back-pedalled a 
few days later due to opposition from bis own 
supporters. 

At the same time, as indicated Tuesday 
night, one of the key features of Reagan's 
program, boosting U.S. military might 
through an unprecedented rise in the defense 
budget could suffer from this new balance of 
power. 


TOKYO. Dec. 8 (R) — A Japanese 
company was banned from making or 
importing drags for 80 days after Japanese 
health welfare ministry found it had fal- 
sified test data on some drags.

The data was 
used by the ministry to determine the 
safety of new products. 

Norvedan was launched on the Japan- 
ese market last February to treat back 
pains, chronic rheumatism, internal dis- 
eases and throat ailment Toscama is used 
to treat nervous diseases. 

The company has two factories in Japan 
with a combined a afoot of drags worth 
22.80 Mnion_yen ($95 million) a year. 

Ministry officials, claiming that Nippon 
Chemiphar invented data for Norvedan. 
canceled its authorization when the minis- 
try began to investigate the firm’s scien- 
tific analysis of p r opo se d new products. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP) — The 
joint tribunal handling billions of dollars in 
American claims against Iran has made con- 
siderable progress despite Iranian “delaying 
tactics” and other start-up problems, a State 
Department official told Congress Tuesday. 

James H. Michel, the department? is deputy 
legal adviser, called the Iran-United States 
claims tribunal “a unique institution, repres- 
enting one of the most ambitious and com- 
plex international claims adjudication prog- 
rams ever undertaken.” 

He noted that “the tribunal's operation is 
affected by the continued absence of dip- 
lomatic relations between the United States 
and Iran, and the external war of Iran” with 
neighboring Iraq. 

“ Against this background, the tribunal has 
made considerable progress in the past year 
and a half;" Michel testified before the House 
of Representatives Foreign Affairs Subcom- 
mittee on international economic policy and 
trade. 

He appeared on behalf of legislation 
sought for the Reagan administration to pro- 
vide standby authority for the U.S. foreign 
claims settlement commission to adjudicate 
any category of claims that may be settled by 
a lump sum agreement between this country 
and Iran. 

It also would seek to recover U.S. govern- 
ment costs involved with the claims process 
by deducting 2 percent from each tribunal- 


arbitrated award paid to an American claim- 
ant. 

The tribunal, headquartered in The 

Hague, was established as part of the January 
1981 Algiers accords which resulted in fre- 
eing of the American hostages held in 
Tehran. It consists of nine members — three 
appointed by the United States, three chosen 
tty Iran and three arbitrators from other 
countries. 

Reviewing the tribunals operations to 
date, Michel told the House subcommittee 
that “there xs.no question that the pace has 
been slow. The Iranians have repeatedly 
requested extensions of filing dates, inter- 
posed many jurisdictional and procedural 
questions and made numerous untimely 
demands.” 

“These delaying tactics probably reflect 
both the real burden faced by Iran in dealing 
with so many rfaima and the Iranian desire to 
defer rulings on the merits. of claims they 
oppose," the State Department official said. 

He noted that “we have repeatedly expre- 
ssed our concern in the strongest possible 
terms to the tribunal about its tolerance of 
banian delays and the resulting slow pace of 
operation. We have seen some progress, for 
example, in. less automatic approval of 
requests for time extensions.’*

U.S.firm on shunning sea pact 


MONTEGO BAY. Jamaica. Dec. 8 
(Agencies) — The United States wiH never 
sign the law of the sea treaty and in tend s to 
protect U.S. access to strategic metals in the 
oceans, the U.S. representative at the treaty - 
' signing ceremony said. 

"The United States has an extreme interest 
in having access to strategic metals from the 
oceans and wc win be actively pursuing how 
we can protect that interest in light of the 
situation in which we now find ourselves. As 
problems arise we wflj be prepared to rfoai 
with them." the American representative. 
Thomas A. Gingan. said in an interview. 

CTingen beads a nine-man U.S. delegation 
to the final meeting of the law of the sea 
conference, which ends nine years of work. 
The treaty will be open Biday for signature 


by more than 100 United States members 
gathered here for the meeting. 

President Reagan said last July that much 
of the treaty was acceptable to the United 
scue$. bui it could not go along with the sea- 
bed mining provisions requiring the transfer 
of technology to less developed countries and 
production limitations. 

The United States "will never sign this tre- 
aty.” CTingen said. “We’ve engaged in 
negotiaiiofls. We’ve done the best we could 
obviously not enough to explain why the tre- 
aty just doesn't meet our interest in terms of 
the deep sea-bed mining provisions. And it 
still doesn't/’ he said. 

Cfingcn, a law professor at the University 
of Miami, said that Japan had informed the 
U.S. delegation that it would not sign the 


treaty. Engiitnd and West Germany also have 
refused u> sign the document, but the Soviet 
Union and France have said they would 
approve it. India. Brazil. Australia. Fiji, East 
Germany and Kenya also announced their 
intention to sign the accord. 

Several delegates at the conference here 
have accused the industrialized countries of 
trying to form a mini-treaty among them- 
selves to mine the ocean floor outside the 
rules and regulations of the treaty. 

** In the first place, the word mini-treaty is a 
misnomer." Gingen said. “It's simply wc 
have been proposing for some time an 
agreement with industrialized countries that 
are interested in deep sea-bed mining by try- 
ing to avoid conflicts on claims. This is in 
response to our own domestic legislation." 


America urged to review Egypt aid program 


CAIRO, Dec. 8 (AP) — The new director 
of America's Si. 1 billion a year aid to Egypt 
program says it's time to reassess the complex 
system of loans and grants that is drawing 
criticism from Egyptians and Americans. 

Michael P.W. Stone, 57, a successful busi- 
ness executive was appointed last August to 
head the program in Egypt of the U.S. 
Agency for .International Development 
(AID), the 250- man bureaucracy that was 
administered $7.61 billion in U.S. aid com- 
mitted to Egypt is the past seven years. 

Stone is taking charge of the program at a 
time when Egyptians are severely criticizing 
the program. Some accuse AID consultants 
of interfering in the internal affairs of Egypt, 
while' others say the United States should free 
S2.77 billion tied up in slow moving projects 
and bureaucracy. 

American businessmen in Egypt, including 
some among the more than 300 working on 
aid- financed projects, also criticize the back- 
log, and blame the problems chiefly on the

Egyptian bureaucracy. 

In a recent interview with the Associated 
Press, Stone said be had no mandate from 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan to"axc‘‘ the 
program. 

But he noted there had been " a lot of q ucs- 
rioning" of the performance of aid. And said 
the current maturation of many aid- funded 
projects and studies, and the change in 
Egypt's leadership after the assassination of 
the late President Anwar Sadat, made it a 
good time to reassess the program. 

“I think there was a feeling in Washington 
that this was the right time to have a new look 
at the program, and I think that decision was 
absolutely correct," said Stone. 

Stone, the only U.S. aid director in the 
world chosen from the private sector, spent 
his first two months on the job touring the 
myriad U.S. financed projects here, which 
range from birth control to catfish breeding 
to building power generators and installing 
sewer systems. 

The projects are chosen by Egypt but con- 
tracted to U.S. firms working in the country'. 
Some Egyptian criticism has focused on the 


rules of these firms, particularly those doing 
research. 

The economic weekly of the prestigious 
Al-Ahram Publishing House carried a series 
of scathing critiques that accused AID of 
conducting "espionage" against Egypt, of in 
effect running the Egyptian government and 
of usurping jobs from Egyptians. 

Stone said he was not angered by the arti- 
cles. He denied aid was running Egypt, 
although it ranks third after ofl exports and 
money sent home by Egyptians working 
a broad os a source of foreign exchange for the 
Egyptian economy. "This is an Egyptian 
program," he said. "The Egyptians decide 
what we do.” 

Pan ot the change is that we re going to 
sec fewer American consultants," said Stone, 
adding he also wanted programs simplified 
and money earmarked for research mto pro- 
ductive projects. 

He said the articles also reflected a mis- 
understanding of aid's role in Egypt, and 
added be planned to start distributing publi- 
cations to better explain the program. ” We 
don't sell our product very well," hc’said. 


loan fee by 50% Regan takes allies by surprise 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 8 (AP) — A fee 
charged on loans to poor countries will be cut 
in half by a decision Tuesday of the board of 
directors of the World Bank, saving borrow- 
ers an estimated $37.5 million between now 
and June 30. . 

The bank has 144 countries as its members, 
including the United States. It lends to over 
90 of the poorest of them for projects 
designed to raise their living standards, with 
over $61 billion out5tandingorconunitted.lt 
currently takes interest on 20 year loans at 
1 1 .4 percent interest, much better terms than 
f&e borrowers can get from commercial 
banks — when commercial hanks are wifling 
to lend to them at aJL • 

In addition to the interest,*the- bank has : 
been charging since Jan. 5 a one time "front- 
end fee” amounting to 1 .5 percent of each 
loan. This now to be cut in half to .75 of 1 
percent. The fee was imposed to improve the 
bank’s income, but the board decided that its 
income prospects are now good enough that 
it can stand the reduction.

FRANKFURT. Dec. 8 (R) — U.S. Treas- 
ury Secretary Donald Regan’s call for a 
review of the world monetary system has 
mlr*n European officials by surprise and is 
sure to dominate a meeting Thursday of 
finance ministers and central bank governors 
from the five major industrial powers. 

Regan told a press briefing in Washington 
on Monday that his idea was a "personal 
initiative'* aimed at ending chaos in the inter- 
national finan cial system. The debt crisis in 
Latin America and volatile fluctuations on . 
world currency markets have put severe 
strains on the system. 

He is expected to elaborate on what he has 
in mind at the so-called “Group of Five” 
meeting with his counterparts from Japan. 
West Germany. France and Britain at a sec- 
luded hotel in the village of Kronberg. 
northwest of Frankfurt. 

Tbe Regan intitiative is being interpreted 
in Europe as a further sign that the U.S. is 
showing a new urgency toward problems in 
the international fina nci al system and a rec- 


ognition of the impact that the world reces- 
sion and high U.S. interest rates have had on 
heavily indebted developing countries, now- 
unable to meet loan repayments. 

Whether it will lead to a new conference in 
the style of "Bretton Woods," the New 
Hampshire site of the 1944 meeting which 
led to the setting up of the IMF and the post- 
war international financial system, is unclear, 
the sources said. But Regan has said this can- 
not be ruled out in the long-term. 

In tiie near-term, however, his call is more 
likely to lead to major industrialized coun- 
tries setting up a mechanism to coordinate 
rescue packages. for developing nations that 
(all into payments problemsa^l risk endan- 
gering the banking system, the sources said. 

Multi billion dollar packages have . been 
assembled this year for Hungary. Mexico and 
now Brazil. But these have been, in Regan’s 
words, on an ad hoc basis, drawing on the' 
IMF. the Basic-based Bank for Internationa] 
Settlements, and central and commercial 
banks. 


Japan to hike 
import quotas, 
cut tariffs 

TOKYO. Dec. S (AP) - Japan wfll 
expand import quotas on beef and oranges 
and cut tariffs on tobacco to ease trade fric- 
tion with the United States, the economic 
newspaper Sikow Keiyn reported Wednes- 
day. 

But Japan will reject U.S. demands for full 
liberalization of trade in beef and oranges, 
instead expanding import quotas "step by 
step” over several years from 1984, the 
Nihon Knsm quoted government sources as 
saying. * 

Foreign ministry officials said the minis- 
tries involved are studying the measures, but 
declined to comment on the report. The 
United States asked Japan in recent talks in 
Tokyo to end re stria ions on various Ameri- 
can products. 

Japan will reduce import tariffs for tobacco 
from the 35 percent to 20 percent "as soon as 
possible” and study a domestic distribution 
system for foreign tobaoco, (be Nihtrw Knot i 
report said. 

Greece unveils 
austerity plan 

ATHENS. Dec. 8(R) — Greece's Socialist 
government announced an austere, belt- 
tightening incomes policy for 1 983 which it 
said reflected the need to make Greek goods 
more competitive. 

Under the package presented by national 
Economy Minister Gcrassimos Arsenis, 
wages for low-paid public sector workers, 
which' had kept ahead of the cost of living in 
1982, are to lag behind inflation for the first 
eight months of next year. 

The once-off pay increases amounting to 
around 4u percent that the then newly- 
elected government granted to the lower paid 
at the beginning of this year will not be repe- 
ated. 

A system under which higher- paid workers 
receive much smaller increases than those at 
the bottom of scale is to continue. 

" Our calculations show that for Greek 
industry to become competitive, there is no 
significant margin for redistributing incomes 
in 1983,” Arsenis said in a televised

Dollar rates chalk up gains

JEDDAH. Dec. 8 — Wednesday saw an 
active trading day that left the American 
dollar stronger against most of the major 
currencies, thus reversing the trend estab- 
lished over the past week. Dealers were not 
exactly sure how to read this change of 
direction for the dollar with some still 
believing that the American currency will 
weaken again. 

For the time being, the dollar seems to be 
strengthening on the grounds that the Fed- 
eral Reserve* s anticipated discount rate cut 
move might take longer than originally 
anticipated. With the European central 
banks having cut their key lending rates last 
week, the interest differentia] has once 
again shifted markedly in favor of the dol- 
lar. 

The “Fed” also in a surprise move sucked 
out liquidity from the banking system which 
led to a slight finning of Eurodollar deposit 
rates. The one-year rate is now trading at 9 
7- 16 - 9 9/16 percent levels. 

In the bullion markets, prices dropped 
sharply Wednesday to take silver to S10.70 
level after reaching S 1 1 .30 in New York on 
Tuesday night, while gold prices fell to $445 
an ounce after reaching the 5460 levels on 
Tuesday. Heavy profit-taking and book 
squaring prior to the year end ensured that 
prices dropped, but it was the uncertainties 
on the doDar interest rate from that affected 
the bullion market once again. 

The local markets were moderately 
active Wednesday but riyal deposit levels 
were still depressed and the week-fixed fell 
back to 6 Vo-l percent from 6 %-7 Vi per- 
-cent opening levels. The one month JIBOR 


was quoted at 7 14-7 46 percent, but most 
activity was in the week and two week 
tenors as dealers felt that riyal rates were 
coming down again. 

In the medium and longer-dated funds 
some activity was reported, but the volumes 
were small and the one-year rate was still 
quoted arond 9-9 V: percent w ith few bid- 
ders at the 9 percent level. Spot rival dollar 
exchange rates were moderately active and 
averaged around 3.4395-00 with some late 
activity taking the price up to the 3.4400-03 
levels. 

In Europe, the Japanese yen closed 
weaker at 243.60 levels from 240.10 
reached Tuesday. Dealing was sharp and 
volatile and the' German mark was also 
affected, closing lower at 2.44^0 from 
2.4085 on Tuesday. The Bundesbank inter- 
vened moderately Wednesday to help the 
mark, as did the Bank of England which saw 
sterling stabilize at the 1 .62^5 levels com- 
pared to 1 .6430 a few days ago. 

A small rise in U.K. short-term interest 
rates helped the sterling's rally, but the 
pound was affected by the pre-OPEC meet- 
ing nervousness on oil prices. 

In other currency news, the Swiss franc 
rose to 2.0410. but then closed sharply 
down to 2.0790 while the French franc 
closed at 6.9200 compared with 6. 81 00 
levels.

LAS VEAGAS. Dec. 8 (AP) — There is 
talk about a fight between the winner of the 
^4 ike Weaver- Michael Dokes fight Friday 
jjight meeting Larry Holmes for the undis- 
puted World heavyweight championship. 

One of those not talking about it, at least 
seriously at this time, is Holmes, unbeaten 
World Boxing Council heavyweight. champ- 
ion. 

Holmes, who has a 41-0 record, says he 
cannot see any reason for a second fight 
against Weaver, the 30-year-old World Box- 
ing Association champion. On J une 22, 1 V 7V, 
Holmes stopped Weaver in the 1 2th round of 
a tough WBC title defense at Madison Square 
Garden. 

As for the 24-year-old Dokes, Holmes said 
he would not fight him because both men are 
promoted by Don King, and he thinks the 
motives and outcome of such a bout could be 
open to question. 

; Holmes will be at ringside to watch his old 
opponent and a former sparring partner — 
Dokes worked with Holmes in iy76-77 — 
but Tuesday he talked over the telephone 
from his home at Easton, PA. 

" Michael Dokes is a very good boxer," said 
Holmes. “He’s a pretty good banger, espe- 
cially with the left hook, and he throws pretty 
good combinations. One problem that could 
be a factor is that he tires. If he can conquer 
that problem he'll be champion." 

Weaver, who will be making his third 
defense in only his third fight in 32 months, 
"stans slow and he's straight up,” said 
Holmes. "After the early rounds he comes 
on. Weaver is stronger and he's got a lot of 


determination, a lot of desire. 

■* Dokes has to hit more early, then run 
late," continued Holmes. "He's got to wear 
him down early. "Weaver leaps in with a left 
hook and gets hit with a right hand. He's got 
to avoid punches to the head early." 

Then Holmes remembered a tactic he 
accused Weaver of using against him. 
■■Weaver's got a good thumb going." On occa- 
sion. Holmes, too, has been accused of 
thumbing. 

Holmes said he really doesn't care who 
wins, but he chinks Dokes might be a mare 
active champion that Weaver has been. 
Holmes has been an extremely active champ- 
ion, defending his title 13 times — seven 
times in the last 32 months, the last time Nov. 
27 when he easily outpointed Randy “Tex" 
.Cobb at Houston. 

■ '-Las Vegas oddsmakers, undoubtedly 
influenced by Weaver's inactivity — his last 
fight was a 15-round derision of James 
"Quick” Tfflis at Roernont, ID., Oct. 3, 1V81 
— have installed Dokes as a solid favorite. 

Weaver goes into his third defense with a 
record of 24-y, with 16 knockouts. In his later 
fights his > only loss has been to Holmes, and 
eight of the victories were by knockout, 
including the KO of John Tate with 45 sec- 
onds left. The fight that made him WBA 
champion March 31, iy80, at Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

Dokes, of Lauderhill, Fla., has a 2j-0-i 
record, with 14 knockouts. The draw came in 
a 10-round fight against Ossie Ocasio of 
Puerto Rico April ly, lv8U, at San Juan. In 
the rematch June 28, Jy8u. at San Juan, 
Dokes scored a first-round knockout.

Dr. Alan Tayler, 
stating the Rugby Union policy, and we had 
a talk about the' matter Iasi week." 

"I cannot imagine bow this was translated 
into a threat, but our policy is that in all big 
matches at Twickentara, including those 


involving England, that players wear no dis- 
tinguishing marks on their boots".

Roma turn the tables 
on Cologne in UEFA tie 


ROME. Dec. 8 (AP) — Italian Major 
League Roma defeated West Germany's 
Cologne 2-0 in their third-round return- 
match of the UEFA Soccer Cup here Wed- 
nesday and advanced into the quarterfinals 
on a 2-1 aggregate. 

The two teams were tied 0-0 at half time. 
Right winger Mauriao lorio headed in tbe 
first goal for Roma in the 55th minute. 

Brazilian ace Paulo Robert o Falcao scored 
the derisive goal in the 89th minute and 
received ovations from a sell-out crowd of 
90,000. Falcao’s goal avoided extra-times. 
Cologne had won the first-leg match at home 
1 - 0 . 

The West German team, mkring some 
experienced or disqualified key players, 
staged an all defensive match, seeking a 
scoreless draw in a typical Italian tactic. Its 
forwards Fisher. Allots and Littbarski played 
the first 45 minutes in their own midfield and 
only canted a few timid arracks in the final 
stages, just to ease Roma's pressure. 

The undisputed leader of the Italian Major 
League attacked throughout but actually 
produced a few good opportunities to score, 
lorio and Falcao exploited uncertainties of 
Cologne's defense on a free-kick and on a 
corner. 

lorio headed into an open mouth a power- 
ful free-kick by sweeper Agostino di Bar- 
tolomei for the opener Falcao. who played 
below his usual standards, scored with a can- 
non ball shot from 10-meters after German 
players failed to head away a corner taken by 
World Clip star Bruno Conti. 


Cologne kept control of the ball at midfield 
for long periods and played a defensive game. 
But it was unable to change attitude when 
Roma went ahead. 

Follawmg directives of their Swedish coach 
Nils Liedohn Roma’s players kept calm and 
methodical although foiling to score in the 
first half and it paid off in the second. Roma 
was the third Italian team to reach tbe quar- 
terfinals of tbe European Cup — an unpre- 
cedented achievement in four years. 

Juventus of Turin has qualified for tbe 
quazterfinalsofthe Europe an Cup of Champ- 
ions and Internationale of Milan in the Cup 
Winners’ Cup. 

In other prequarterfinal match in Buchar- 
est. Universitatea of Craiova downed Giron- 
ftinc of Bordeaux 2-0 (1-0) in extra-time to 
advance on a 2-1 aggregate score. The. 
French team won the first leg match 1 -0. 

Scorers for Universitatea were Tteleanu in 
the 38th minute, and Geolgpu in the 101 st. 

About 50.000 fans watched the hard- 
fought match in the Central Stadium in 
Craiova. The Romanian side appeared to 
dominate throughout foe action-packed 
match, putting the French team on tbe defen- 
sive. 

Girondins narrowly missed a goal oppor- 
tunity in the 1 04th minute, when defenseman 
Specht, who came up from behind, sent a 
cannon shot from inside Universfta tea’s pen- 
alty area. The shot bounced off the bar. cost-, 
ing Bordeaux its best goal chance of the 
120-minute match.

Gibraltar gate 
to open Dec. 15 


MADRID. Dec. 8 (AP) — The gate that 
has sealed off the rock of Gibraltar from 
Spain for 13 years will be officially opened 
Dec. 15 for the first time since Francisco 
Franco slammed it shut in 1969. Premier 
Felipe Gonzalez said Tuesday. 

During a news conference following the 
first cabinet meeting since the Socialists took 
office last week. Gonzalez said the gate 
would be opened initially "as a humanitarian 
gesture" to pedestrian traffic only. 

The former Spanish ruler, who died in 
1975, closed all land communications bet- 
ween Spain and the British colony in an effort 
to force Britain into negotiations over the 
return of the rock to Spain.

NATO awaits 
Soviet signal 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 8 (AFP) — NATO fore- 
ign ministers were expected to stress the 
West’s readiness to respond to any "signals" 
for “authentic detente” from the new Krem- 
lin leadership when they gather for the 
NATO oounriTs regular autumn meeting here 
Thursday, a diplomatic source said. 

Arms control and East- West relations 
since the rise to power in the Soviet Union 
last month of Yuri Andropov were expected 
to dominate the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization meeting here Thursday and Friday, 
the source said. U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz was among the those expected 
to attend. 

Moscow might -send “signals^’ toward 
expanded East- West dialogue through such 
current negotiating forums as Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks and Euro missile discussions 
in Geneva, meetings in Vienna on reducing 
conventional forces in Europe and the Mad- 
rid conference on security and cooperation in 
Europe. 

At a meeting here last week, NATO 
defense ministers restated their determina- 
tion to deploy Cruise missiles and 572 
medium-range Peishing-2 missiles in Europe 
beginning in autumn, 1983. if Euro missile 
talks in Geneva had not resulted m a concrete 
agreement 

The NATO foreign ministers were 
expected to reiterate their advocacy of the 
zero option by which Soviet medium-range 
SS-4, SS-5 and SS-20 missiles would be with- 
draw from Eastern Europe in return for 
NATO not deploying its Euroatissiles. 

Soviet Defense Minister Dmitri Ustinov 
said Monday that the Soviet Union rejected 
this option. He then threatened that the 
Soviet Union would build a new interconti- 
nental ballistic missfle (ICBM) if the United 
States started deploying its “ MX" ICBMs. 

The "signal^’ NATO is looking for might 
also come from a change in the political situa- 
tion in Afghanistan, the diplomatic source 
said. The ministers will examine the possible 
consequences of a new relationship between 
the Soviet Union and China. 
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On the Polish question, the ministers were 
expected to end their meeting with a com- 
munique similar to the statement NATO 
heads of state and government made after 
their summit in -Bonn in June, a diplomatic 
source said. The Bonn text called for "peace 
and liberty’ in Poland. 

Despite the release of labor leader Lech 
Walesa and several other leaders of the out- 
lawed independent trade union Solidarity, the 
allies still have three requirements for a 
resumption of normal relations with Poland. 


These were the lifting of martial law, the 
release of all prisoners and the resumption of 
a dialogue with church officials and Solidar- 
ity. The NATO foreign ministers, who met 
for the first time in September in Val David, 
Canada, were expected to discuss economic 
relations between the East and the West fol- 
lowing the dispute between the United States 
and Europe over the Soviet Siberian natural 
gas pipeline. 

NATO Secretary- Genera] Joseph Luns 
was expected to ask for closer trans- Atlantic 
contacts on such questions. The allies were 
expected to restate the need to limit exports 
of sophisticated technology with possible 
military applications to Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 8 (AP) — Devastating 
floods that have driven 26,000 people from 
their homes in the Mississippi valley surged 
downstream Tuesday as national guardsmen 
and volunteers hustled to shore up river 
levees. 

Damage estimates from the flooding 
touched off by storms in the region late week 
approached the half-billion-doUar mark. At 
least 20 persons had been killed by tornadoes 
and floods and four were missin g 
National guardsmen patrolled the St. Louis 
suburbs of Arnold. Times Beach and St 
Charles to guard against looting. More 
evacuations were ordered in Arkansas. ■

NAIROBI. Kenya, Dec. 8 ( AP) — One of 
the two Indian employees of the Indian High 
Commission in Kampala, Uganda, wounded 
in an attack by gunmen, died Tuesday, an 
Indian diplomat reported. 

The diplomat, speaking by telephone from 
the Ugandan capital, said gunmen with 
automatic weapons opened fire on the two 
men. receptionist V.I. Yacub and Clerk S.V. 
Singh, as they drove up to the high commis- 
sion (embassy) Tuesday morning. 

He said Yacub, who worked in the high 
commission's consular section, died Tuesday 
evening in Kampala’s Nsambya Hospital. 
The, envoy, who declined to give his name, 
said Singh was in Mulago Hospital but drat 
his condition was not considered critical. 

Neither of the high commission employees 


held diplomatic status. They were reportedly 
shot; in the chest and head in a hafl of bullets 
fired at their car from another ante contain- 
ing an unknown number of gunmen. 

In Nairobi, a representative of the Uganda 
Freedom Movement visited journalists’ 
offices and claimed resp onsibility for the 
attack. He said it was in retaliation for the 
Indian government’s aid to the Ugandan 
government of President Milton Obote. 

The U g a ndan Freedom Movement is o ne 
of several guerrilla groups which have been 
fighting since February 1 98 3 to topple Obote 
on the grounds that he rigged the December 
1981 election which returned him to power 
after more than eight years of rule by Idi 
Amin.
